Brposifion Kxecuntlve Committoe De-
elden on Separnte Bnildings for
Apinrey nnd Dairy Prodneis

At the meeting of the executive committes
of the exposition yestorday, It was de-
elded that the smount set aside for the con-
struction of the Hortieultueal building at
the last meoeting, 325,000, wak céntirely too
emall. The manager of the Depariment of
Pulldinges and Grounde stated that the archi-
tecty had pone over the matter very care-
fully and had decided  that  the amount
named would be too small to ercet a bulid-
Ing which would be creditable, It is the |
tntentlon to locate the Hortleultaral bullding |
on tho lower end of the biuff tract, whe ru-!'
itowill wtand alone. It was consldered that |
this situation would require a bulliding uf|
fmpreing proportions,  After dis~ussing
matter, the comniittee declded to Increase
the allowance for this bullding to £16,000,

e next actlon was to resclnd the mo-
tion piesed at the lust meeting, requicing |
the Departiment of Bulldings and Grounde to
mrk for bompetitive drawings on the Hortl-
cultaral and the Dalry and Aplary bulldings,
It waa atuted that Jhe local architecls were
opposed to the den of makiog competitive
drawings for the renson that the unsuccers-
ful competitora would recelve nothing for
their time and work., It was declded 1o ap-
polat architects to deslgn these bulldings,
Charles I, Beindorft wap pppoluted ag archi-
tect of the Hodtieultural buildiog, he 1o
muke the plane, detall drawings, specifica-
tions and all other work except superintend
the construetion.

The Dalry and Aplary building wa= then
taken up, and It was declded to mitke sepn-

rate bulldings for exhibliz in these clhasses,
The sum of $16,000, set aside at the last
meetlng for the comblied bulldineg of the|

Aplary and Daley bullding, was divided, and
two bulldings will bLe erected, the Dalry
bullding to cost $8.000 and the Aplary Dulld-
Ing to cost $7,000. Charles Cleves was ap-
pointed architect of both bLuildings, the con-
ditions belng the same as in the case of the
Hortieultural building, Mr. Cleves called at
The Bee office last night and sald he would
net aceept the appointment, which had come
to him entirely uneollcited,

The completed drawlogs of the Auditorium
bulliling wore received from Fisher & Loawrle
of thiy city, wnd were inagected by the cotn-
mittee, The Departmoent of Bulldings and
Grounds wag instructed to advertise for bids
for the construction of this bullding,

with a story that Maloy had partizlly con-
fessed, Moreover, he stated that Maloy had
usked him to hunt up his partner as goon us
he, the prieoner, got out, apd to warn Ll
that he had better leave the country if he
did nmot want to be “pinched.'”” ‘The prisoner
further sald that.Maloy had glven him the
deseription of the exact spot where hia part-
ner was lying concealed in the wilds of
Syundleate park, South Omaha. He opined
that he could tanke the most stupld policemman
on the force to the place.

John Larkin, who llves west of Harscom
park, and s a bleyvellst, wag stopped opposlte
the expoaition grounds by a coupie of men,

one of whom flashel a revolver. Larkin
was mompelled to dismount and hand oyer
all his pessesslons, consisting of $4.50 iIn

money, a bunch of keys and a kolfe, The
holdup occurted at 10 o'clock.

L. T. Raymer, a bleyelist, was stopped at
9310 o'clock last night at the Ames avenue
corner by @ brace of robbers, one with a
weapon, Raymer lHves at Thirteenth and
Sprlag strects, and was intending o logk
over the expoeltion grounds. He was de-
sgpoiled of o wateh and about §2 In money.

A Mrmer pamed Long, who livea north-
west of Forest Lawn cometery, was on his
way home from the city at about dusk laet
night. A short distance morth of the ofd
fort he was stopped by a gang of half dozen
men, who demanded a Hft. He refused to
acoommodate them, and then a demend was
made upon him to turn over what be had,
Instead of complying with the demand he
whipped up hils horses and gol away.

POLICE SUPPRESS THE FACTS,

The work i= supp €ed to be done by, mem-
bers of the gang of tramps who are
troubling the rillroads teading to thg north,
They infest the bottome In the Immediate
neighborhood of where most of the rob-
berlee have occurred. The police have so0
far arrested some twenty of this band. fif-
teen Weoednesday night, and the remainder
Thureday night. Toey were charged with be-
ing vagrants, but as almost all of them had
money they were dizcharged by Police Judge
Gordon.  All the arrested partles had the
appearance of belng workingmen. The crooks,
who are €uppesed to be traveling under the
guige of tramps, ceem to have escaped, It
I8 confidently stated by tize police that pro-
fessiona! criminals are in the hobo ranks.

No definite clue hes yet been obtained to
the identity of the rabbers of John A
Crelghton, "Kil” Maloy, the only suspect
ender arrest, is not likely to be held for thie
crime, but he stands little chance of escap-
Ing some punishment. He has been charged
with belng aceessory to the Martin & John-
gon safe robbery and complaints have also
been filled against him in police court, ac-
cueing him of being a vagrant and a 6us-
plelous character and of carrying concealed
WERPONS.

Yesterday a last effort was made by
the pollce to connect Maloy with the Creigh-
ton holdup and robbery. The prisoner wos
taken before Mr. Crelghton, but the latter
gheolutely failed to identify him as one of
his eceallants.

BIDS ARE MUCH LOWER THAN EVER BEFORE

Interest nt the Mecting of HBonrd of
Publle Works Suggestive of Old
Times, When huprovements
Were Dooming.

The regular meeting of the Doard of Pub-
e Works yesterday was suggeative of old
times when public Improvements were on
the boom and the municipal contractor was
In his glory. The board recelved bids on the
paviog of Center sireet from Thirty-fourth
street to the elty Hmits west; Parker street,
from ‘Twenty-ninth to Thirty-third street;
Davenport street, from Thirty-eighth ave-
nue to Thirty-ninth street; Twenty-eighth
atreet, from Leavenworth to Pacific street
and Mason and Pacific streets from Twenty-
eighth to Twenty-ninth strect. Dids were
also recelved for the construction of un

8-inch sewer In distrlet 217, which Is on
Patrick avenue, extending S64 feet west
from Thirty-fourth sireet.

There was very little intérest In the

Twenty-elghih street, Mason street and Pa-
cific paving, as there has been a majority
protest filed by the Twenty-elghth sireet
property owners and It Is expected that this
will lead to the abandonment of the Mason
and Pacifle sireet enterprige. But on the
other coutracts there wias a blg field of bid-
ders and the figures were exceptonally low,
The bids were all referred to the enginecr-
Ing department for tabulation, but on the
face of the bids the Center street paving
will go to the Grant Paving company and
the Parker and Davenport street work to
the Iowa Brick company. Katz, Crandall &
Callabhan were the lowest bidders on the
sewer and Hugh Murphy cut under all rec-
orda on curbing, Murphy put o a stralght
bid of 60 cents 4 foot for Colorado sandstone
curblng on all streets, which ls  several
cents lower than any bld ever before re.
celved by the clty on the same material.
BIDS ON MACADAM,

There were four bidders on pavieg Center
street with macadam: Omaba Bullding &
Construction company by J. E, Riley, §1.12;
Hugh Murphy, $1.06; Van Court & Winn,
M2; Grant Paving company, &
bid on the vitrifed brick guttering wis $1.206,
which s slightly higher than that of Riley;
but Grant was by far the lowest bldder on
the entire contract.

The Center street Job includes 82,427 yards
of macadam, 5107 yards of guttering and
5000 loeal feot of curldng. According o
the lowest bid the macadam would cost
§28,800.03, the guttering §10,13375 and the
curbing $4,304.00. This would make the
total cost of the street $439,008.05,

The lowest bid on brick on Center sireet
was $1.456, $1.60 and §1.60, under a one, five
and tepn-year guaranty, respectively.

DONT FEAR A COAL FAMINE

Contracts for Next Winter's Hard Ooal Ara
Nearly All Mads,

LOCAL DEALERS NOT BORROWING TROUBLE

—

Conl for Thisx Vicinity Mostly Comes

from Districts that the Strike
Huns Not Yot
Renched., i

There s no disposition among the local
conl dealers o bormaw  trouble over the
coal minera' strike and its effect on the mar-
ket. So far the trouble at the miues has not
affected the Omaha dealers, and they profess
to believe that it will not reach this market.
The dificulty Is confined to soft coul at
present, and nearly all the coal that is belng
usgsd in Omaha nt present comes from dis-
tricts which have not been reached by the
atrike. The bulk of the seoft coal that is
ueed in Omaha ls mined in lowa, Mlssourl,
Kaasag, Illinols and Wyoming. The Illinols
and Wyoming product Is used largely for
domestic purposes, and it Is siated that the
almost univeraal use of gas and gasoline has
resulted In confining the sale of these conls
In thig city to a very small nggregate in the
course of the seanon, Some dealers say that
if the sirike continucs there may be a
slight lnerease In prices, but others declare
that the price of coal used here will pot be
materiglly affected,

There Is also some difercoce of oplaion
among the dealers a8 o what effect a con-
tinuatlon of the strike would cxert on hard
cogl prices next fall, Some allege that If
the strike should contitue It would un-
doubtidly result In a general inflation of the
hard coal market. They say It is stlll oo
far nhead to approximate the extent o which
the lockl market would be affected. .

PLENTY OF COAL ON HAND.

One of the largest local dealers, wno haa
teen in the business for many years, 's
positive that the strike ceonot materially in-
fluence the hard conl market, He says that
the hird coal season practically ends so far
ue the operntors are concerned about Jacuary
1, Durlng Aprll and May tha dealers gons
erally make their contracts for the next
yeur's stock, and he agaerta that the Omaha
dealers have already contracted for the buik
of the hard coal that will be gold here next
full. The operators are also practleally io-
dependent of the strike from the fact that
this season's aupply Is already mined and In
stook ready for shipment. In hils opinion the
only pessibllity of a rise in  prices would
lig in ar sgreement of the dealavs o uw
the strike as a pretext for selling at &

greater profit, but he considers this ex-
tremely mprobable,
Most of the cosl used at the packing

houses at South Omaha is obiained from
Oskaloosa, la,, end as yet there Is no trou-
ble with the coul operators at  that polnt,
The Bouth Omwaha packers have as @
rule, about a week's supply on band al! the
time. At present 111 cane are on band, and
a& the dally copsumption ks only about
twenty cars, there ls enough to last seversl
daye. Shipments are srriving daily and no
trouble Is antlclpated In obraining all the
coal needed, Purchasing agents of the
jocking houses are ordering a little ahead,
however, in order to be on the sale alde.
OMclale of the packing houssg snd siock
yards are watchiug the shiuation carefully
and st the leaat #ign of trouble at the lows
mines un effort will be mude to proouce cosl
enough to lust untll the strike 8 over,
